SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: APRIL, 1964 


Rainfall: Below normal rainfalls were recorded in most areas of the State during the month. It was only on the East Coast 
that normal falls were experienced. General rains over the State occurred during the latter part of the month, particularly in the 
last weeks in the North. North West and West Coast areas. The maximum fall for the State during the month was 790 points at 
Takone West. 


Temperatures: Throughout the State temperatures remained close to normal except for a short period early in the month 
when temperatures generally reached into the high sixties and mid seventies. At this time temperatures on the Central Plateau 
reached 15° above normal. 


Crops, Pasture, &c.: The mild weather conditions and suitable rains promoted good growth in pastures and crops in most 
areas of the State. The feed position was good and conditions generally made winter prospects for the Agricultural and Pastoral 
Industry excellent.
